The Gumry House Takes Fire at 12:10 
O’clock This Morning, and Sleep­ 
ing Guests Die Before Their Rescue 
Can 
be 
Affected — Employes 
M issing. 


D elv er’ Aug. IO.— T w enty perished 
in th e Gumry hotel fire la st night. 
Am ong those identified are,

T hree cham berm aids a n d a 
bell boy are am ong th e m issing. 
T he 
hotel, 1725 to 1733 Lawrence street, was 
wrecked by a terrific explosion at 12:10 
th is morning. 
The rear half of the 
building, a five-story brick and stone 
structure, went down w ith a crash. The 
botel/ was crowded with guests, and 
m any of them m ust have been killed, 
as well as entire force of hotel em­ 
ployes, who were sleeping in the por- 
on of the building which fell. 
On beth sides of Lawrence, from 17th 
to 18th street, and on Larim er, directly 
back of the Gumry, the plate-glass win­ 
dows of the business houses wrere 
blown in and a num ber of pedestrians 
w ere injured by falling glass. 
The 
fronts of many buildings in the vicinity 
w ere badly wrecked. 
The hotel structure, for 
IOO 
feet 
along the alley and extending 75 feet 
tow ard the front, was a mass of de­ 
bris. 
Brick and plaster are piled in 
heaps tw enty feet high, and from this 
m ass of wreckage could be heard the 
m oans of the injured and dying. 
At 
12:35 five injured persons 
had 
been 
taken out. 
They were all inm ates of 
th e upper story, and sank down with 
the floors, escaping more fortunately 
th an those below. The firemen worked 
hard, but could make but little prog­ 
ress. 
By some estim ates forty people 
w ere in the portion of the hotel de­ 
stroyed, nearly all of whom m ust be 
-dead. 
The cause of the explosion is uncer­ 
tain, but it is supposed th a t the bat­ 
tery of boilers in the hotel basement 
m ust have exploded. The sound of the 
explosion was heard 
throughout the 
city, aw akening people in bed a mile 
from the scene. 
A cloud of dust was 
throw n a thousand feet in the air, and, 
as there was not a breath of wind, it 
hung in the air like a huge column. At 
12:50 the ruins began burning fiercely 
and the firemen were obliged to retreat 
from th e work of rescue. Every engine 
in the city was at work pouring stream s 
into the mass, but the flames could not 
be got under control before many of the 
injured 
were 
crem ated. 
As 
their 
chances of escape lessened the cries of 
the im prisoned people increased, heart­ 
rending shrieks rising from every por­ 
tion of the great mass of wreckage. 
During the heat of the excitem ent a 
team ran away on 18th street, stam ped­ 
ing the great crowd of spectators. 
A 
num ber of people were more or less in­ 
jured by being tram pled upon and fall­ 
ing in the broken glass which covers 
the streets and sidewalks in every di­ 
rection. 
E lectric-light wires dangling 
from broken poles in the alley added 
fresh peril to the firemen. 
One horse 
w as burned by coming in contact with 
a live wire. 
Two injured women had been almost 
extricated from the ruins 
wrhen 
the 
flames approached so close th a t the res­ 
cuers had to abandon them for their 
safety. Both died, fire com pleting the 
Work commenced by the explosion. The 
bodies of three women were seen in 
the back part of the building, but could 
not be reached.

Elgin, 111., Aug. 19.—Two people were 
burned to death and three W’ere injired, 
one perhaps fatally, by a 
fire 
th at 
swept away an entire block of build­ 
ings and residences in the heart of tho 
village of Algonquin, near here, last 
night. The property loss is $35,000; in­ 
surance, one-half. The dead are: 
KAZAR, F. D., aged 30 years. 
KAZAR, SILVA, aged 5 years, daugli* 
te r of F. D. Kazar. 
The injured: 
Kazar, Mrs. F. D., badly bruised and 
may not recover. 
Infant daughter of Mr. and Mrs. F. 
D. Kazor, badly burned. 
Philip. Jam es, badly burned. 
F. D. K azar and his little fam ily ha* 
just gone to bed for the night and had 
got well asleep when, it is supposed, a 
lamp that had been left burning low 
in the dining-room exploded. In an in­ 
stant the interior of the dry 
wooden 
house was ablaze. K azar and his wife 
were awakened by the noise cf the 
plosion or the smoke. 
They jumped 
from their bed in the second story. 
K azar grabbed two of his children and 
made a dash for the window, closely 
followed by bis wife. 
Frank Yerkes, the night watchman, 
who hr ' 
bx overed the flames when 
they 
started, cave tho Kazar fam­ 
ily 
the window about to jump to th- 
ground. 
lie shouted to them to wait 
for him to run up a ladder, which he 
did in a tw inkling, there being one on 
the premises. Then the father, w ith a 
child in each arm . climbed down to the 
ground. 
Mrs. Kazar came after him 


in such a hurry tn at sne nearly fell. 
“My 
God, 
I’ve 
forgotten 
Silva!’* 
shrieked Kazar, as he surveyed his fam­ 
ily to see th at all were safe. 
Up in the flaming second story the 
little girl was sleeping. Perhaps she al­ 
ready was dead, for the yellow and red 
tongues of fire were licking the w in­ 
dow of the room where she lay aud 
black smoke poured out in ominous 
volumes. 
The father, deaf to the expostula­ 
tions of his neighbors, who had come 
half dressed to the fire, dashed up the 
ladder he had just descended and dis­ 
appeared into the little girl’s 
room. 
Jam es P lott of Chicago and Ed Morton 
hustled up close behind bim . 
After a 
moment’s w ait near the top of the lad­ 
der they saw K azar staggering w ith a 
burden in his arm s through the smoke 
and embers toward the the 
window. 
They reached in and grasped him. He 
sank to the floor overcome by the heat 
and smoke. The two young men, them- 
selves faint from breathing hot fumes, 
tugged away at the prostrate form, but 
they could not move it. 
Finally the 
would-be rescuers were obliged to give 
up their work and m ake a dash for the 
ground to save their own lives. 
Mrs. Kazar, who had been a hysteri­ 
cal witness of this scene, now rushed to 
the rescue herself. Up the ladder she 
dashed nim bly as a fireman. 
A fur­ 
nace of fire belched out at her from the 
window where her husband and child 
lay burning to death. 
Maddened by 
this, the mother, not knowing w hat she 
did, rushed on up the ladder until the 
roof was gained. There she stood amid 
the smoke and live em bers like a spec­ 
ter. 
Volunteers were 
found, 
who 
climbed to the roof and brought her 
down by m ain force. She screamed all 
the time. She was found to be so se­ 
riously burned about the face and chest 
th a t she may die. 
Jam es Philip, who 
assisted in her rescue, was seriously 
burned. 
The flames spread both ways from 
the Kazar house. 
In two hours they 
had destroyed the store and dwelling 
owned by Jam es W inkie and occupied 
by F. D. Kazar, the store occupied by 
Joseph W inkie, the dwelling of C. C. 
Chum, ex-postm aster, and the dwell­ 
ing of Ed Chappell. 
The burned dis­ 
trict is in the very center of the village. 
It seemed for a tim e th at the entire 
place would be swept out of existence. 
There was little wind blowing at the 
tim e and to this is attributed the com­ 
paratively narrow lim its of the fire. 
Algonquin is a village of 1,500 inhab­ 
itants, situated on the N orthw estern 
Railway, in the southeastern p art of 
McHenry county, Illinois, about forty 
miles from Chicago. 


FATAL FIRE IN OHIO. 


Steel Whip Company’s 
Plant 
Burns— 


Two Men Killed. 
Springfield, O., Aug. 19.—The mam­ 
m oth 
patent steel whip company’s 
works, located at the corner of Center 
and North streets, were totally de­ 
stroyed by fire yesterday afternoon, en­ 
tailing a loss of $100,000 and may result 
in the death of two men. The injured:

Bauer, Peter, legs mashed, injured in­ 
ternally. 
Creager,

and 
bruised. 
King, R. Q., three ribs mashed, head 
mashed; will probably die.

Todd, H arry, burned; in a serious 
condition. 
W ear, John, struck by falling ladders, 
scalp torn, injured internally. 
Thorpe, 
------, 
fireman, 
cut 
and 
bruised. 
The fire was evidently of incendiary 
origin, as at 3 o’clock a man was seen 
to run through the shop and scale the 
fence. 
He then disappeared down the 
alley. 
Not three m inutes after Hugh 
McDonald saw smoke and two alarm s of 
fire were sent in, calling out the entire 
d epartm ent 
W hen the first engine company ar­ 
rived the entire building was in flames 
and evidently doomed. 
Some fifteen 
firemen were ordered to the roof ; be­ 
sides them went up Robert Q. King, ex­ 
chief of the fire departm ent and a form ­ 
er fire commissioner, and Peter Bauer, 
a m achinist. They were standing near 
a brick wall many feet from the ground. 
W ithout any w arning the wall gave 
way and the entire party was precipi­ 
tated to the ground, completely buried 
under tons of brick and m ortar. 
A 
rescuing party at once went to work 
and got every one out. 
All were com­ 
pletely buried. 
A heavy wind was 
blowing and no less than eight dwell­ 
ings were fired, one being nearly three 
spuares from the fire. 
The insurance is 
but $16,500. 


T h ree F irem en In ju red .

Ocean City, M.D., Aug. 19.—By the 
overloading or a small pleasure 
boat 
yesterday 
an 
entire 
fam ily 
was 
drowned and two other families are in 
m ourning. The dead are: 
HALL, LINA, aged 19. 
HALL, LULU, aged 14. 
STEVENS, MYRTLE, aged 14. 
STORR, WILLIAM, aged 45. 
STORR, LAURA, aged 35. 
STORR, IDA, aged 16. 
STORR, MAY, aged 14. 
A party of farm ers from the neigh­ 
borhood of Frankford and Shelbyville, 
Del., had a fish fry on Grey’s creek, a 
branch of the Isle of W ight bay, with 
bathing, fishing and amusements. 
W illiam Hudson carried a party of 
nine out sailing, and as the boat was 
about to come back the women of the 
party jumped scream ing on the high 
side, capsizing the little craft, which 
was hardly large enough to carry five 
persons. 
The capsizing occurred 
w ithin 
200 
yards of the shore and in w ater seven 
feet deep. Mr. Storr had only one hand 
and was blind in one eye, but was an 
expert swimmer. 
He succeeded in get­ 
ting his two daughters on the bottom 
of the boat, and was getting his wife, 
when the girls became 
scared 
and 
slipped off the boat and wrent to their 
parents and together the four perished. 
Hudson, who was sailing the boat, got 
the two Hall girls on the boat and was 
trying to save Miss Stevens, when they 
slipped off and were drowned before 
he could get to them. Two other young 
ladies who were in the boat, were res­ 
cued by a fisherman, who put off from 
the shore as the boat capsized. 
Mr. 
Storr was found shortly after that. His 
fam ily and Miss Stevens’ 
body 
was 
found by hauling a seine. Large par­ 
tial ar® M arching fo r th o bodies of the 
other two. 
The Storrs fam ily resided 
at 
4919 
Lancaster avenue, Philadelphia. 
Mr. 
Storrs was m arried in this neighbor­ 
hood and yearly he brought his family 
down for a two weeks’ outing. 
They 
were very fond of aquatic sports and 
spent most of their tim e boating and 
fishing. 
Hudson, the skipper, protested to Mr. 
Storrs against the party crowding into 
his small boat, which could only carry 
com fortably four persons. 
Storrs an­ 
swered: “Oh, there is no danger. The 
w ater is shallow, we are so close to 
shore, and the wind is light.” 
The bodies, when recovered by the 
searching parties, presented a horrible 
sight, particularly th at of Mrs. Storrs. 
Crabs had eaten the flesh from her face, 
exposing her teeth and even the roots 
of her tongue. The ends of the fingers 
of all had been eaten away, and their 
eyes had disappeared. 
Before entering the boat Mrs. Storrs 
took her husband’s gold watch, over 
$100 in money and their rings and other 
valuables and tied them in her apron. 
She was lightly clutching the bundle 
in death.

FOR THE OLD TERMS 


TY FIVE H UNDRED QUIT 
IN NEW YORK. 


Renewal of the Former Agreements 
Demanded— Wisconsin Strike Be­ 
lieved to be Settled—Six Hundred 
Men to Return 
to 
Work TI is 
W eek. 


New York, Aug. 19.—Tw enty five 
hundred union vest makers struck 
this morning fur a renewal of the 
old agreement. 
West Superior, W is., Aug. 19.—The 
coal striae is practically settlea, ana 
about 600 men will return to work this 
week. A m eeting was held yesterday 
by the strikers’ committee, coal com­ 
pany managers, and city aldermen, and 
an agreem ent entered into to declare 
the strike off; the old men to return to 
work at the old wages of 40 cents an 
hour in the hold and 17% cents on the 
deck. The representatives of the strik ­ 
ers endeavored to secure some conces­ 
sions in regard to overtime work, but 
the m anagers refused to allow this. The 
strikers as a body will probably ratify 
th e action of their representatives. 
Nearly 150 boats destined for this port 
have been unloaded at other places on 
account of the strike.

Grand Army Men In Kansas WHI Make 
an Investigation. 
Topeka, Kas., Aug. 19.—The officers 
of the Grand Army in K ansas will in­ 
sist th at thorough and open investiga­ 
tion be made of the charges of cruelty 
to old soldiers in the state insane asy­ 
lum. Some tim e ago a small book was 
published by an ex-employe of the Osa­ 
watomie asylum, in which he charged 
th at M. M. Young, an old soldier, had 
been m urdered by attendants. 
There 
are IOO old soldiers in the state asylum s 
for the insane in Kansas and the Grand 
Army purposes to cause a searching in­ 
vestigation to be made of their treat­ 
ment. Numerous stories have been cir­ 
culated recently to the effect that in­ 
hum an cruelties 
were 
practiced 
on 
them and other patients at both the 
Osawatomie and Topeka asylum ;. 


Shot In His Own D oorw ay. 
Birm ingham , Ala., Aug. 19.—Shortly 
after m idnight last night Jam es Hurd 
heard two men cursing at the front 
door. He called to them to move on, 
threatening to have them arrested. 
One of them responded by telling him 
if he wanted them to leave to make 
them leave. 
Hurd went to the door 
and saw two men standing a few feet 
back in the darkness. 
As soon as they 
saw him they began firing. 
Hurd fell 
with a bullet in his left breast and im­ 
mediately expired. 
No arrests have 
been made as yet. 


B ig F ind o f G old, 
V irginia City, Nev., Aug. 19.—There 
is considerable excitem ent over the dis­ 
covery of gold quartz in the Padroli 
mine in Silver City, six miles from V ir­ 
ginia.

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CHANGE IN CHARTER 
GIVES MORE SCOPE 


CITY’S POW ERS IN THE BUILD­ 
ING OF SEW ERS. 


Depository for Municipal 
Funds—In- 
Q t rest Can’t Be Diverted to the Use 
Of the Treasurer—Limit of Sewer 
Assessments—Other 
Important 
Provisions. 


The following portions of the general 
charter law are the ones designed to 
be adopted by the ordinance intro­ 
duced on August 14,and are published 
for the information of the public, by 
the order of the common council. 
Section 126. The common council may bor* 
row money to pay the ordinary expenses of the 
city, not exceeding twenty per cent of th-* tax 
levy for tile same purposes the preceding year. 
Certificates of 
indebtedness may be issued 
therefor, signed by the mayor and clerk, near­ 
ing interest not exceeding the legal rate per a n ­ 
num, and payable not later than the first d uy of 
M arch after the same are issued: provided, 
however, th at no such loan be made, unless au­ 
thorized by a vote of at least three-fourths of 
all th e members of the common council at a 
regular meeting thereof. 
section 130. All tem porary loans shall be paid 
out of the taxes levied for the ensuing year, un­ 
less soo er provided f »r. 
Section 127. The city council may designate 
by resolution, the bank or banks where the 
money belonging to tbs city shall be deposited, 
and the security, to be approved by the mayor 
and comptroller, to be given by such bank or 
banks, and when the money is so deposited, the 
treasurer aud his bondsmen shall not be liable 
for the loss of such money, by reason of m e 
failure of -uch bank or banks, and th - interest 
arising therefrom shall be paid im o the treas­ 
ury ; provided such money shall not be deposit 
ed in any bank without this state. 
Sections L8 and.130 are to be adopted in addi­ 
tion to the general powers of the common coun­ 
cil. Sections 127 and 128 are to be adopted in 
lieu of the following part of section ll, chapter 
3, of the special charter under which the city is 
now organa e d : 
“And if the treasurer or a r y person or per­ 
sons connected with him iu the collecting, safe­ 
keeping and disbursing of said city and ward 
funds

use. 
in any way whatever, or shall use by way of 
investm ent in any kind of property or m erchan­ 
dise, or shall loan with or without interest, any 
portion of said city or ward funds entrusted to 
nim or them, for safe keeping, disbursement, 
paym ent transfer or for any other purpose, 
every such act shall be deemed and adjudged to 
be an embezzlement of so much of tne said 
moneys as snail be so taken, converted, used or 
loaned, which is hereby declared an enib zz!e- 
b cut within the meaning of section 4*18 of 
chapter 182 of the revised statutes of 1878; and 
every officer or agent of ta d city, and ail per­ 
sons advising or participating in such act, i r 
being a party thereto, shall, upon «ouviciion be­ 
fore a court of competent jurisdiction, in this 
state, be punished as provided in section 44 8 of 
chapter 182 of the revised statutes of 1878.” 
C h a p te r X X .—Sew ers. 
Section 208. All cities shall have full power 
to construct systems of sewerage, and to pro­ 
vide for the payment for sewers by the c ity, by 
sewerage districts, or by 
ab u sin g property 
owners ; but no city shall enter upon such con­ 
struction until it shall have beeu divided into 
sewerage districts, and a plan shall have been 
adopted in the Manner hereinafter specified; 
provided that it shall not be necessary before 
any i art of the system is constructed, that the 
plan be determined upon in all its details, but 
it shall be settled so far as relates to th at por­ 
tion of the system upon which the construction 
is connected; aud provided further, th at this 
shall not apply to cities th at have been hereto­ 
fore divided

Section 209. The board of public works shall 
cause diagram s of the plans of sewerage for 
each district to be prepared, showing the lots 
and parcels of land, the main sewers, minor 
sewers, man holes, catch basins, and an other 
m atters pertaining to the system. 
Section 210. On the completion of such dia 
gram notice shall be given in the official pawer 
of the city, substantially in 
the folio wing 
form :

You remember

bottle which David labeled as contain­ 
ing tears, and Mary’s tears, and Paul’s 
tears, and C hrist’s tears, and the har­ 
vest of joy that is to spring from the 
sowing cf tears. God mixes them. God 
rounds them. 
God shows them where 
to fall. 
God exhales them. 
A census 
is taken of them, and there is a record 
as to the moment when they are born, 
and as to the place of their grave. 
T ears of bad men are not kept. Alex­ 
ander, in his sorrow, had 
the 
hair 
clipped from his horses and mules, and 
made a great ado about his grief; but 
in all the vases of heaven there is not 
one of Alexander’s tears. 
I speak of 
the tears of God’s children. Alas! me! 
they are falling all the time. In sum­ 
m er, you sometimes hear the growling 
thunder, and you see there is a storm 
m iles away; but you know from the 
d rift of the clouds th at it will not come 
anyw here near you. So, though it may 
be all bright around you, there is a 
shower of trouble somewhere all 
the 
tim e. Tears! Tears! 
W hat is the use of them, anyhow? 
W hy not substitute 
laughter? 
W hy 
n ot make this a world where all the 
people are well, and eternal strangers 
to pain and aches? W hat is the use of 
an eastern storm when we m ight have 
a perpetual nor’wester? 
W hy, when 
a fam ily is put together, not have them 
all stay, or if they m ust be transplanted 
to make other homes, then have them 
all live?—the family record telling a 
story of m arriages and births, but of 
no deaths. W hy not have the harvests 
chase each other without fatiguing toil? 
W hy the hard pillow, the hard crust, 
the hard struggle? 
It is easy enough 
to explain a smile, or a success, or a 
congratulation; but, come 
now, 
and 
bring all your dictionaries and all your 
philosophies and all your religions, and 
help me explain a tear. A chem ist will 
tell you that it is made up of salt and 
lim e and other component parts; but he 
misses the chief ingredients—the acid 
of a soured life, the viperine sting of a 
b itter memory, the fragm ents 
of 
a 
broken heart. 
I will tell you w hat a 
tear is; it is agony in solution. 
H ear 
then, while I discourse of the uses of 
trouble. 
F irst. It is the design of trouble to 
keep this world from being too attrac­ 
tive. Something m ust be done to make 
us willing to quit this existence. If it 
were not for trouble this world would 
be a good enough heaven for me. You 
and I would be willing to take a lease 
of this life for a hundred million years 
if there were no trouble. 
The earth 
cushioned and upholstered and pillared 
and chandeliered with such 
expense, 
no story of other worlds could enchant 
u s . 
W e would say: 
“Let well 
enough 
alone. 
If you w ant to die and have 
your body disintegrated in the 
dust, 
and your soul go out on a celestial ad­ 
venture, then you can go, 
but 
this 
world is good enough for me!’’ 
You 
m ight as well go to a man who has 
ju st entered the Louvre at Paris, and 
tell him to hasten off to the picture- 
galleries of Venice or Florence. “W hy,” 
he would say, “W hat is the use of my 
going there? 
There are Rem brandts 
an d Rubens and Raphaels here th at I 
haven’t looked at yet.” No man w ants 
to go out of this world, or out of any 
house, until he has a better house. 
To 
cure this wish to stay here, God m ust 
somehow create a disgust for our sur­ 
roundings. 
How shall he do it? 
He 
cannot afford to deface his horizon, or 
to tear off a fiery panel from the sun­ 
set, or to subtract an anther from the 
w ater-lily, or to banish the 
pungent 
arom a from the mignonette, or to drag 
th e robes of the m orning in mire. You 
cannot expect a Christopher W ren to 
m ar his own St. Paul’s cathedral, or a 
M ichael Angelo to dash out his own 
■“ Last Judgm ent,” or a Handel to dis­ 
cord his “Israel in Egypt,” and you 
cannot expect God to spoil the architec­ 
tu re and music of his own world. How, 


Revelation ten tim es 
now where he 
reads Genesis once. The old story, “In 
the beginning God created the heavens 
and the earth,” does not thrill him 
half as much as the other story, “I 
saw a new heaven and a new earth.” 
The cid m an’s hand trem bles as he 
turns over this apocalyptic leaf, and he 
has to take out his handkerchief 
to 
wipe his 
spectacles. 
T hat 
book 
of 
Revelation is a prospectus now of the 
country into which he is soon to immi­ 
grate; the country in which he has lots 
already laid out, and avenues opened, 
and mansions built. 
Yet there are people here to whom 
this world is brighter than 
heaven. 
Well, dear souls, I do not blame you. 
It is natural. But after awhile you will 
be ready to go. 
It was not until Job 
had been worn out with Bereavements 
th at he wanted to see God. It was not 
until the prodigal son got tired liv­ 
ing among the hogs th at he wanted 
to go to his father’s house. 
It is the 
m inistry of trouble to make this world 
worth less and heaven worth more. 
Again, it is the use of trouble to make 
us feel our dependence upon God. Men 
think they can do anything until God 
shows them they can do nothing at all. 
We lay out great plans, and we like to 
execute them. It looks big. God comes 
and takes us down. 
As 
Prom etheus 
was assaulted by his enemy, when the 
lance struck him it opened 
a great 
swelling th at had threatened his death, 
and he got well. So it is the arrow of 
trouble th at lets out great swelling of 
pride. 
We never feel our dependence 
upon God until we get trouble. I was 
riding with my little child along the 
road, and she asked me if she m ight 
drive. 
I said, “Certainly.” 
I handed 
over the reins to her, and I had to 
adm ire the glee with which she drove. 
But after awhile we met a team and 
we had to turn out. 
The road was 
narrow, and it 
was sheer down on 
both sides. She handed the reins over 
to me. and said, “I think you had better 
take charge of the horse.” 
So we are 
all children; and on this road of life 
we like to drive. 
It gives one the ap­ 
pearance of superiority and power. 
It 
looks big. 
But after awhile we meet 
some obstacle and we have to turn out, 
and the road is narrow, and it is sheer 
down on both sides; and then we are 
w illing th a t God should take the reins 
and drive. 
Ah! my friends, we get 
upset so often because we do not hand 
over the reins soon enough. 
It is trouble, my friends, that makes 
us feel our dependence upon God. We 
do not know our own 
weakness 
or 
God’s strength until 
the 
last 
plank 
breaks. It is contemptible in us when 
there is nothing else to catch hold of, 
th at we catch hold of God only. Why, 
you do not know who the Lord is! He 
is not an autocrat seated far up in 
palace, from which he emerges once 
a year, preceded by heralds swinging 
swords to clear the way.

United States at this time of the year, 
and it was exceeded only once in any

L A S T W E E K ’S T A L K . 


Golden Text: And God Shall W ipe A w ay 
A ll Tears from T heir E yes— Revela* 
lions, Chapter Y U , Veree 
17—A Stir* 
vin? Appeal. 
RAVELING across 
a western prairie, 
wild flowers up to 
the hub of the car­ 
riage 
wheel, 
and 
while a long dis­ 
tance 
from 
any 
shelter, there came 
a sudden shower, 
and while the rain 
was falling in tor­ 
rents. the sun was 
shining as brightly as I ever saw it 
shine; and I thought, W hat a beautiful 
spectacle this is! 
So the tears of the 
Bible are not midnight storm, but rain 
on pansied prairies in God’s sweet and 
golden sunlight. You remember that 
bottle which David labeled as contain­ 
ing tears, and Mary’s tears, and Paul’s 
tears, and Christ’s tears, and the har­ 
vest of joy that is to spring from the 
eow'ng cf tears. God mixes them. God 
rounds them. 
God shows them where 
to fall. 
God exhales them. A census 
is taken of them, and there is a record 
as to the moment when they are born, 
and as to the place of their grave. 
Tears of bad men are not kept. Alex­ 
ander, in his sorrow, had 
the 
hair 
clipped from his horses and mules, and 
made a great ado about his grief; but 
in all the vases of heaven there is not 
one of Alexander’s tears. 
I speak of 
the tears of God’s children. Alas! me! 
they are falling all the time. In sum­ 
mer, you sometimes hear the growling 
thunder, and you see there is a storm 
miles away; but you know from the 
drift of the clouds that it will not come 
anywhere near you. So, though it may 
be all bright around you, there is a 
shower of trouble somewhere all 
the 
time. Tears! Tears! 
W hat is the use of them, anyhow? 
W hy not substitute 
laughter? 
Why 
not make this a world where all the 
people are well, and eternal strangers 
to pain and aches? W hat is the use of 
an eastern storm when we might have 
a perpetual nor’wester? 
Why, when 
a family is put together, not have them 
all stay, or if they must be transplanted 
to make other homes, then have them 
all live?—the family record telling a 
story of marriages and births, but of 
no deaths. Why not have the harvests 
chase each other without fatiguing toil? 
W hy the hard pillow, the hard crust, 
the hard struggle? 
It is easy enough 
to explain a smile, or a success, or a 
congratulation; but, come 
now, 
and 
bring all your dictionaries and all your 
philosophies and all your religions, and 
help me explain a tear. A chemist will 
tell you that it is made up of salt and 
lim e and other component parts; but he 
misses the chief ingredients—the acid 
of a soured life, the viperine sting of a 
bitter memory, the fragments 
of 
a 
broken heart. I will tell you what a 
tear is; it is agony in solution. Hear 
then, while I discourse of the uses of 
trouble. 
First. It is the design of trouble to 
keep this world from being too attrac­ 
tive. Something must be done to make 
us willing to quit this existence. If it 
were not for trouble this world would 
be a good enough heaven for me. You 
and I would be willing to take a lease 
of this life for a hundred million years 
if there were no trouble. 
The earth 
cushioned and upholstered and pillared 
and chandeliered with such 
expense, 
no story of other worlds could enchant 
US. 
We would say: 
‘‘Let well enough 
alone. 
If you want to die and have 
your body disintegrated in the 
dust, 
and your soul go out on a celestial ad­ 
venture, then you can go, 
but 
this 
world is good enough for me!” 
You 
might as well go to a man who has 
just entered the Louvre at Paris, and 
tell him to hasten off to the picture- 
galleries of Venice or Florence. “Why,” 
he would say, ‘‘W hat is the use of my 
going there? 
There are Rembrandts 
and Rubens and Raphaels here that I 
haven’t looked at yet.” No man wants 
to go out of this world, or out of any 
house, until he has a better house. To 
cure this wish to stay here. God must 
somehow create a disgust for our sur­ 
roundings. 
How shall he do it? 
He 
cannot afford to deface his horizon, or 
to tear off a fiery panel from the sun­ 
set, or to subtract an anther from the 
water-lily, or to banish the 
pungent 
aroma from the mignonette, or to drag 
the robes of the morning in mire. You 
cannot expect a Christopher Wren to 
m ar his own St. Paul’s cathedral, or a 
Michael Angelo to dash out his own 
"‘Last Judgment,” or a Handel to dis­ 
cord his ‘‘Israel in Egypt,” and you 


Revelation ten times now where he 
reads Genesis once. The old story, ‘‘In 
the beginning God created the heavens 
and the earth,” does not thrill him 
half as much as the other story, ‘‘I 
saw a new heaven and a new earth.” 
The cid man’s hand trembles as he 
turns over this apocalyptic leaf, and he 
has to take out his handkerchief 
to 
wipe his spectacles. 
That 
book of 
Revelation is a prospectus now of the 
country into which he is soon to immi­ 
grate; the country in which he has lots 
already laid out, and avenues opened, 
and mansions built. 
Yet there are people here to whom 
this world is brighter than 
heaven. 
Well, dear souls, I do not blame you. 
It is natural. But after awhile you will 
be ready to go. It was not until Job 
had been worn out with Bereavements 
that he wanted to see God. It was not 
until the prodigal son got tired liv­ 
ing among the hogs that he wanted 
to go to his father’s house. 
It is the 
ministry of trouble to make this world 
worth less and heaven worth more. 
Again, it is the use of trouble to make 
us feel our dependence upon God. Men 
think they can do anything until God 
shows them they can do nothing at all. 
We lay out great plans, and we like to 
execute them. It looks big. God comes 
and takes us down. 
As 
Prometheus 
was assaulted by his enemy, when the 
lance struck him it opened 
a great 
swelling that had threatened his death, 
and he got well. So it is the arrow of 
trouble that lets out great swelling of 
pride. We never feel our dependence 
upon God until we get trouble. I was 
riding with my little child along the 
road, and she asked me if she might 
drive. 
I said, ‘‘Certainly.” 
I handed 
over the reins to her, and I had to 
admire the glee with which she drove. 
But after awhile we met a team and 
we had to turn out. 
The road was 
narrow, and it 
was sheer down on 
both sides. She handed the reins over 
to me, and said, ‘‘I think you had better 
take charge of the horse.” So we are 
all children; and on this road of life 
we like to drive. It gives one the ap­ 
pearance of superiority and power. It 
looks big. 
But after awhile we meet 
some obstacle and we have to turn out, 
and the road is narrow, and it is sheer 
down on both sides; and then we are 
willing that God should take the reins 
and drive. 
Ah! my friends, we get 
upset so often because we do not hand 
over the reins soon enough. 
It is trouble, my friends, that makes 
us feel our dependence upon God. WTe 
do not know our own 
weakness 
or 
God’s strength until the last plank 
breaks. It is contemptible in us when 
there is nothing else to catch hold of, 
that we catch hold of God only. Why, 
you do not know who the Lord is! He 
is not an autocrat seated far up in a 
palace, from which he emerges once 
a year, preceded by heralds swinging 
swords to clear the way. 
No. 
But a 
Father willing, at our call, to stand 
by us in every crisis and predicament 
in life. 
I tell you what some of you 
business men make me think 
of. 
A 
young man goes off from home to earn 
his fortune. He goes with his mother’s 
consent and benediction. She has large 
wealth, but he wants to make his own 
fortune. He goes far away, falls sick, 
gets out of money. 
He sends for the 
hotelkeeper where he is staying, ask­ 
ing for lenience, and the answer he 
gets is, “If you don’t pay up Saturday 
night you’ll be removed to the hospi­ 
tal.” 
The young man sends to a comrade 
in the same building. 
No help. 
He 
writes to a banker who was a friend 
of his deceased father. No relief. He 
writes to an old schoolmate, but go 
no help. Saturday night comes, and h 
is moved to the hospital. 
Getting there, he is frenzied 
with 
grief; and he borrows a sheet of paper 
and a postage-stamp and he sits down, 
and he writes home, saying: 
“Dear 
mother, I am sick unto death. Come.” 
It is ten minutes of IO o’clock when 
she gets the letter. At IO o’clock the 
train starts. She is five minutes from 
the depot. She gets there in time to 
have five minutes to spare. She won­ 
ders why a train that can go thirty 
miles an hour cannot go sixty miles 
an hour. She rushes into the hospital. 
She says: “My son, what does all this 
mean? Why didn’t you send for me? 
You sent to everybody but me. 
You 
knew I could and would help you. 
Is 
this the reward I get for my kindness 
to you always?” She bundles him up, 
takes him home, and gets him well very 
soon. Now, some of you treat God just 
as that young man treated his mother. 
When you get into a financial perplex­ 
ity, you call on the banker, you call 
on the broker, you call on your credi­ 
tors, you call on your lawyers for legal 
counsel; you call upon everybody, and 
when you cannot get any help, then 
you go to God. 
You say: “O Lord, I 
come to thee. Help me now out of my 
perplexity.” 
And the Lord comes, 
though if. is in the eleventh hour. He
